,ltl  practically  every  mother  that  attends  there. 
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If  it  be  thought  that  some  of  my  veiws  or  experiences 
may  not  be  relevant  to  an  Annual  Report,  I  would  ask 
have  they  the  experience  in  such  matters  in  relation  to 
ante-natal  conditions  and  their  influence  upon  the  breast 
fed  infant,  my  conclusions  may  be  contested  but  my 
opportunities  for  experience  cannot.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  1,398,  giving  a  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
of  15*89,  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year,  when  we  had 
1,451  d  eaths  with  a  rate  of  l6'2i.  If  we  exclude  the 
number  of  persons  (54)  dying  in  the  Borough  belonging 
to  other  districts,  and  include  (60)  those  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  dying  beyond  the  Borough,  we  have  a  corrected 
number  of  1,404,  giving  a  death  rate  of  15*96.  The 
average  death  rate  for  the  past  five  years  is  16*24.

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This  table  does  not  include  the  deaths  of  non- 
lefidents  occurring  in  the  Workhouse  or  in  the  Walsall 
aiul  District  Hospital.  Residents  of  the  Borough,  dying 
m  any  of  these  Institutions,  are  included,  and  are  each 
put  into  the  ward  in  which  they  resided. 

Seven  persons,  whose  deaths  are  registered  in  the 
Workhouse  and  one  in  the  Walsall  and  District  Hospital, 
but  of  whom  no  address  excepting  Walsall  could  be  got, 
are  entered  into  the  tables  for  the  whole  district,  but 
could  not  be  classified  into  Wards.  By  referring  to  the 
table  in  which  the  separate  death  rate  for  each  Ward 
is  given,  it  will  be  seen  in  what  particular  part  of  the 
Borough  the  highest  and  lowest  death  rate  occurred. 

Bridge  Ward  has  this  year  the  highest,  viz.:  2T46’ 
while  Fleck  Ward  with  a  rate  of  1 2 ' 1 7  has  the  lowest 
death-rate  in  the  Borough. 

Coroner’s  Inquests. 

One  hundred  and  nine  inquests  were  held  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  62  males  and  47  females. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

1  he  Infantile  Mortality  is  calculated  by  the  ratio  of 
deaths  under  one  year  to  1,000  births  registered,  this  year 
tne  rate  is  1 1 0‘ 59.  In  1916  the  rate  was  II2T2,  in  1 9 1 5 
tne  rate  was  14976,  in  1914  the  rate  was  1 1 5 *92  and  in 
1 9 1 3  it  was  15675. 

I  he  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  238,  giving  us  a 
death-rate  pet  1,000  of  the  whole  population  of  2‘65-  In 
-'bo  the  rate  was  3T5,  in  1915  the  rate  was  4’04,  in  1914 
11  e  rate  was  3  4 1 ,  and  in  1913  the  rate  was  4'69- 

Commenting  upon  the  causes  of  death,  it  will  be  seen 
l‘lat  ^remature  Birth,  Atrophy  and  Debility  accounted 
foj  89  deaths ;  Pneumonia,  20;  Bronchitis,  15  ;  Measles, 
D  >  diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  15. 

Che  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  is  294  1 1- 
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The  decrease  in  mortality  from  premature  births  may 
reasonably,  in  a  measure,  be  credited  to  the  good  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Welfare  work  generally. 

Notwithstanding  the  extremely  cold  winter,  Pneumonia 
and  Bronchitis  mortality  figures  are  roughly  less  by  5 
than  the  previous  year.  The  statistics  from  Whooping 
Cough,  are  practically  replaced  by  those  from  measles. 

A  temporary  Health  Visitor  was  engaged  to  visit 
selected  cases  of  Measles,  and  in  all  paid  some  2109  visits, 
assisting  with  advice  and  Nursing  toilet,  and  being 
instrumental  in  procuring  assistance,  financial  and  in 
kind,  from  the  various  relief  sources  available.  It  is 
obvious  that  many  must  have  benefited,  and  had  relief 
that  otherwise  would  not,  chiefly  owing  to  ignorance  as 
to  the  availability  and  means  of  application  to  the  source 
of  relief. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my 
sincere  regret,  at  the  loss  by  resignation  [of  our  three 
Health  Visitors.  No  one  was  able  to  appreciate  the 
unselfish  devotion  that  characterised  all  their  efforts  for 
the  welfare  of  the  mothers  and  infants  so  well  as  myself 
my  work  in  this  direction  was  rendered  so  much  easier 
and  lighter  by  the  most  excellent  and  cordial  relations 
established  by  them. 

Many  Health  Visitors  are  as  '‘ships  that  pass  in  the 

night,  ”  but  in  looking  back  over  the  period  of  their  work 
here,  and  in  particular,  Miss  Sadler’s,  I  can  with  candour 
and  without  flattery  express  my  sentiments  in  saying, 
that  the  course  these  ladies  took,  will  always  be  recorded 
in  the  log  book  of  the  memory  of  the  mothers  of  W  alsall 
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So  much  of  Health  work  has  to  be  viewed  from  the 
point  of  how  the  abnormal  times  react  upon  the  social 
conditions,  their  incidence  being  chiefly  upon  the 
working  classes,  and  hardest  upon  the  soldier’s  wife  and 
dependants,  that  considerations  of  paper  economy  prevent 
-ny  more  than  briefly  alluding  to  certain  phases.  1  write 
from  a  personal  experience,  from  sentiments,  and  views 
expressed  to  me  in  the  course  of  my  duties. 


To  me  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  past  year  has 
been  the  patient  endurance  of  the  various  hardships  by 
the  masses. 


Only  the  caustic  pen  of  a  Carlyle  could  deal 
adequately  with  the  subject  of  alleged  food  shortage  and 
real  profiteering,  and  a  Dickens  describe  how  sublimely 
the  faddists  have  risen  to  the  occasion  of  thrusting  their 
views  upon  a  long  suffering  community. 


The  masses  insisted  upon  believing  rumours  that 
there  was  an  ample  sufficiency  of  food,  in  spite  ol  official 
denials,  unconsciously  acquiescing  in  Lord  Salisbury’s 
dictum  believing  rumours  when  they  were  officially 
contradicted. 


Hie  inequality  and  unfair  conditions  o'f  distribution 
occasioned  much  discontent,  apart  from  the  prejudicai 
influence  to  Health. 


Lne  scandal  of  the  queues  was  forcibly  brought  to 
°ur  notice  by  the  numerous  complaints  and  requests  from 
mothers  for  medical  certificates  to  assist  them  to  obtain 
{he  sympathetic  consideration  of  those  with  food  stuffs 
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to  sell,  as  was  stated  to  me  why  should  the  husband 
stand  in  the  trenches,  and  the  wife  and  children  in  the 
queue. 


We  had  ample  evidence  of  the  ill  effect  of  this 
standing,  repeatedly  we  were  informed  of  colds,  etc. 
contracted  in  waiting.  I  am  much  surprised  that  all 
things  considered,  the  respiratory  death  rate  was  not 
much  higher  than  it  proved. 

From  information  and  complaints,  I  think  it  is  but 
faintly  realised  in  certain  walks  of  life  how  irksome  and 
irritating,  (frequently  one  sided)  some  of  these  restrictions 
are  to  the  hard  worked  industrial  classes,  and  my  admira¬ 
tion  for  their  spirit  of  toleration  is  great. 


Again  expressing  in  more  moderate  and  abbreviated 
language  comments  heard,  the  circumstances  are  com¬ 
parable  to  that  of  the  individual  who,  risking  his  life 
to  save  humanity  from  being  submerged  in  the  flood, 
returns  to  find  that  someone  from  among  the  onlookers 
in  safety  has  stolen  his  habits. 

I  have  met  cases  where  through  these  and  other  causes, 
e.  g.  bereavements,  some  become  totally  indifferent  to 
their  outlook  on  life,  our  efforts  are  devoted  to  counteract 
such  views;  the  popularity  of  “Nurses’  Day”  at  the 
Centres  is  testimony  to  our  efforts. 


The  deficient  supply  of  milk  and  sugar  assumed 
serious  proportions  at  one  time,  and  many  cases  of  great 
hardship  came  under  our  notice,  in  fact,  some  were  of  an 
extremely  distressing  character  to  our  Health  Visitors. 
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sc  heme  of  sugar  supply  of  ilb.  per  week  per  infant 
*  jpr  12  months  of  age  was  inaugurated,  another 
f  innlliated  by  Mr.  Skeels,  of  voluntary  aided  milk  supply 
,  -  .jjso  put  in  force,  to  him  for  the  idea,  and  to  the  ladies 
tVh'>  undertook  the  clerical  work,  and  arranged  for  the 
attribution  of  these  commodities,  our  heartiest  thanks 
are  tendered. 


The  conviction  has  been  forced  upon  me,  that  in 
addition  to  the  usual  incubus  interposed  between  the 
producer  and  the  consumer,  the  War  has  given  birth  to 
a  fresh  parasite,  the  person  who  appropriates  some 
portion  of  the  supply  of  the  raw  article,  to  the  detriment 
or  restriction  of  the  consumer,  manipulates  it  through 
s erne  process,  and  it  is  eventually  permitted  to  be  bought, 
of  course,  at  an  enhanced  price.  When  milk  was  scarce, 
th& canned  variety,  was,  and  still  is  much  in  evidence, 
the  plausible  explanation  was  its  being  canned  when 
akdk  was  plentiful,  so  far  I  have  not  met  anyone  that 
Knew  when  this  period  was. 


1  iie  pork  joint  was  scarce,  the  sausages  and  pies 
protuse,  the  additional  unfairness  in  the  latter  being  the 
Qpsoibtion  of  lard,  for  making  pastry  when  it  was  in 
mum  request  as  an  edible  article. 


1  rom  what  one  has  heard  and  seen,  it  is  difficult  to 
in  moderate  language  of  the  iniquity  and  unfairness 
^uiihce,  and  the  atmosphere  of  procrastination  that 
e  a  mu  in  the  street  feels  is  being  exhibited  towards  these 
s,  w hose  depredations  are  only  rendered  possible 
y  oe  e Ports  ot  gentlemen  whose  pay  is  some  i/-  per  day 
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A  third  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  established 
at  Able  well  Street  and  work  commenced  in  July. 


On  the  various  matters  pertaining  to  Infant  life,  as 
apart  from  the  Clinical  aspect,  the  making  of  and  cutting 
down  of  garments,  crochetting,  knitting,  etc.,  in  short, 
material  aid  work,  has  been  a  prominent  feature  at  the 
Centres,  and  my  heartiest  thanks  are  tendered  to  those 
ladies  who  have  assisted  to  make  this  most  necessary 
branch  of  the  work  so  successful. 


We  have  felt  that  the  scope  of  usefulness,  from 
the  purely  medical  aspect,  owing  to  the  stress  of  the 
times,  has  been  great  and  every  effort  has  been  put 
forth  to  cope  with  the  increasing  demand  for  our  services, 
particularly  so  was  this  during  the  epidemic  season  of 
gastro-enteric  diseases. 

It  was  at  one  and  the  same  time  complimentary  and 
discouraging  to  our  efforts  to  be  criticised  as  to  the 
volume  and  character  of  the  work  done,  and  it  is  only 
fair  to  briefly  record  the  facts. 

Exception  was  taken  to  medical  treatment  being 
given,  and  that  many  of  the  cases  seen  were  not  suitable 
ones  for  the  Centre,  and  should  have  been  turned  away 
and  referred  to  their  own  medical  attendants. 

My  reply  wasthat  the  local  faculty  had  contended  that 
they  were  working  at  the  highest  and  utmost  pressure  and 
could  not  generally  devote  the  requisite  time  and  attention 
that  “  doctoring  ”  of  the  public  demanded,  some  of  our 
mothers  concurred  in  this  view,  and  our  own  belief  was 
that  the  Centres  supplied  a  much  felt  want  and  would 
relieve  this  strain. 
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I  would  again  point  out  that  this  type  of  criticism 
tends  to  impel  one’s  efforts  towards  the  line  of  least 
resistance  and  if  pursued,  curtail  the  scope  of  the 
usefulness  of  the  work. 

If  faults  there  were,  they  at  least  erred  on  the  right 
side  in  a  good  cause,  the  greatest  amount  of  good  for 
those  least  able  to  afford  it. 

Our  information  is  that  the  mothers  are  in  the  main 
satisfied  with  the  quality  of  the  work,  and  criticism  of 
the  quantity  done  — having  regard  to  the  fact  that  con¬ 
siderations  of  extra  remuneration  for  it  do  not  arise— 
should  be  disarmed  by  the  sincere  feeling  that  the 
times  called  for  it,  and  we  deemed  it  incumbent  to 
do  our  best. 

Our  difficulties  in  dealing  with  the  attendances  at 
the  Centres  require  to  be  seen  to  be  understood,  and  1 
am  merely  stating  not  infrequent  occurrences,  that 
mothers  refused  to  take  children  to  their  own  doctor 
when  requested  by  us  to  do  so,  generally  alleging  inability 
to  pay. 


I  he  situation  confronting  us  being,  either  to  turn 
tin-  oases  away,  feeling  treatment  would  not  be  sought 
aatil  the  case  was  in  extremis,  or  to  do  as  we  did. 


d  most  highly  successful  Baby  Week  was  held  here 
■awards  the  end  of  September,  so  much  has  been  written 
about  it  in  the  Local  Press,  that  it  calls  for  little  comment 
!|P‘>n  my  part.  It  was  most  gratifying  however  to  note 

.  j  i 

:t‘  Keen  interest  taken  in  the  whole  of  the  proceedings, 
a i  ti cuilar  to  the  series  of  competitions  held,  there  were 
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upwards  of  some  350  Babies,  and  when  one  reflects  that 
the  prizes  were  comparatively  few  and  the  competitors 
many,  I  feel  that  it  is  not  a  vain  credence  to  attribute  the 
numbers  to  an  expression  of  extreme  appreciation,  for 
instructions,  benefits,  etc.  the  mothers  had  received  at  our 
Centres.  The  foundations  of  the  success  of  the  week 
were  laid  by  the  exceeding  generosity  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  H  ealth  Committee,  (Alderman  C.  C.  Walker)  in 
providing  so  liberal  a  prize  fund,  and  Councillor  G.  W> 
Warner,  (Health  Committee'  who  proved  such  an  irresis¬ 
tible  irrefusable  mendicant  for  the  Fund  to  defray  the 
expenses  likely  to  be  incurred. 


The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Centres 
generally  is  included  in  the  Senior  Health  Visitor’s 
Report,  in  one  of  my  early  reports  I  alluded  to  the  fact 
that  the  environments  of  the  individual  played  no 
inconsiderable  part  in  health,  I  am  more  convinced  by  the 
accumulation  of  experience  that  this  factor  in  Infant 
Welfare  plays  a  still  more  important  share.  It  is  obvious 
that  squalid  surroundings  or  bad  housing  conditions  must 
stultify  the  growth  of  the  child,  and  the  question  of 
housing  will  be  one  of  the  most  immediate  and  pressing 
needs  after  the  War. 


The  work  in  connection  with  Venereal  Disease  was 
inaugurated  by  the  establishment  of  a  clinic  at  the 
Walsall  General  Hospital,  Dr.  Stuart  was  appointed  to 
the  department,  the  cases  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
were  41  males,  2 1  females.  It  is  too  early  to  pass  any 
opinion  upon  the  work,  but  it  is  obvious  that  it  is 
proceeding  upon  sound  common  sense  lines  and  its 
ultimate  result  can  never  be  in  doubt.

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School  Medical  Report 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1917. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1917  is  herewith  appended. 


The  outlines  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Education 

have  been  given  under  the  various  headings  as  far  as 

possible.  In  making  an  attempt  to  do  this,  you  will 

readily  understand  that  various  difficulties  have  had  to  be 

surmounted,  or  at  least  an  attempt  be  made  to  do  so. 

Your  Medical  Inspector — Dr.  Carroll — 'was  called  up  for 

Active  Service  on  the  26th  July,  1917,  leaving  a  blank 

practically  until  October,  excepting  from  the  3rd  to  the 

28th  September,  when  the  late  Dr.  Nailer  was  doing  some 

work,  during  which  time  very  little  inspection  of  schools 

* 

was  undertaken,  and  it  was  not  until  the  last  six  weeks  of : 
the  year,  that  any  systematic  inspection  was  again  under¬ 
taken.  Consequently  for  this  later  period  we  can  only 
speak  with  any  degree  of  certainty.  The  figures  entered 
in  the  various  schedules  have  been  taken  from  the  book, 
of  Medical  Inspection,  which  contains  a  summary  of: 
results,  and  these  as  far  as  possible  have  been  dealt  with. 
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In  attempting  to  make  any  general  review  of  the 
hygienic  condition  of  the  schools  we  are  of  course 
considerably  handicapped  and  can  only  speak  of  things 
that  have  come  in  our  special  preamble.  We  are  unable 
even  to  make  comparison.  The  War  conditions,  and 
particularly  those  prevailing  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
the  food  and  queue  system  in  particular  had  most  certainly 
a  very  deleterious  effect  upon  the  children,  particularly 
so  upon  the  younger  ones.  They  came  to  school  badly 
washed  and  generally  uncared  for  and  these  conditions 
did  not  only  apply  to  the  poorer  classes,  but  in  many 
cases  to  the  mothers  who  were  most  anxious  about  their 
children’s  personal  cleanliness  and  appearance,  but  who 
related  these  conditions  to  the  more  insistent  one,  that  of 
finding  them  food. 


With  regard  to  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the 
various  schools  visited  we  have  had  no  fault  to  find— not  as 
to  their  construction  but  as  to  the  upkeep  and  general 
attention,  we  have  had  several  times  to  complain — the 
excuse  put  forward  in  each  case  has  been  shortage  of 
labour,  or  where  the  woman  has  been  undertaking  the 
husband’s  work.  We  should  recommend  that  periodical 
independent  inspection  be  made  of  the  various  out¬ 
buildings  connected  with  the  schools,  particularly  of 
Infant  departments,  as  it  appears  quite  impossible  for  the 
Head  Teachers  (who,  in  a  number  of  cases  are  doing  not 
only  their  own  work,  but  taking  classes  as  well)  to 
supervise  these  very  important  details.

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The  methods  adopted  for  the  organisation  and  super¬ 
vision  of  Medical  Inspection  are  practically  the  same  with 
the  addition  of  a  Temporary  Inspector.  Dr.  Shore,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  School  Medical 
Officer  of  Schools  is  responsible  for  the  general  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Hygienic  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
Schools,  whilst  the  School  Medical  Inspector,  Dr.  Davis 
and  his  assistant,  Dr.  Hilton,  are  responsible  for  most  of 
the  School  cases,  records,  etc. 


The  examination  of  school  children  during  the  months 
of  November  and  December  have  included  8  year  olds 
and  infants.  The  other  categories  are  referred  to  in  the 
various  Schedules  required  by  the  Board  of  Education  and 
which  are  hereto  annexed — the  numbers  of  arrears  in 
Inspection  made  up  to  December  23rd  were  996. 


The  total  number  of  children  inspected  during  the 

year  were  4,198,  classified  under  the  various  Schedules, 

particulars  of  which  in  detail  have  been  supplied  in  the 

»  * 

Quarterly  Return  and  which  are  now  embodied  in  the 
general  return. 

The  number  of  parents  present  at  the  examination  in 
schools  totals  1,284,  which  practically  amount  to  one-fourth 
°f  the  children  examined,  a  decrease  upon  the  previous 
>enr,  largely  due  to  the  exigencies  of  war,  but  those  with 
\\hoin  we  have  come  in  contact  have  been  most  anxious  to 
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do  something  for  the  welfare  of  the  child  and  have  taken 
any  advice  offered  in  the  right  way.  There  have  been 
very  few  exceptions  and  these  have  been  scarcely  worth 
consideration,  as  they  have  been  of  the  non-descript  type. 


The  work  done  by  the  school  nurses  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended.  They  are  doing  a  splendid  work,  not 
only  amongst  the  children,  but  also  amongst  the  mothers 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  their  influence 
is  proving  to  be  very  far  reaching,  as  they  are  most 
assiduous,  not  merely  in  keeping  records  of  defects,  but  in 
following  them  up  to  a  practical  conclusion.  They  have 
during  the  year  sent  out  3,205  notices  to  parents,  and  have 
visited  practically  one-third  of  these  in  their  separate 
homes,  this  of  course  all  exclusive  of  the  work  done  at  the 
School  Clinics  and  attendance  upon  the  Medical  Officers 
in  schools  and  cases  that  need  daily  care  in  the  homes, 
such  as  dressings,  etc. 


The  work  of  the  School  Clinic  has  considerably 
increased  and  is  working  smoothly — the  Eye  Department 
is  being  gradually  again  put  into  working  order  and 
already  some  good  work  has  been  done,  which  it  is 
hoped  to  largely  increase  in  the  near  future.  The 
number  of  attendances  made  at  the  clinic  during  the  year 
appears  to  be  approximately  14,000.  Our  best  thanks  are 
due  for  assistance  in  our  work  to  the  Secretary  and  his 
staff,  to  the  Head  Masters  and  Mistresses  and  to  the

nursing  staff,  who  are  largely  responsible  for  the  success 
of  our  work,  also  for  the  unfailing  readiness  of  the  Chief 
Attendance  Officer  and  his  staff  for  assistance  and  infor¬ 
mation  readily  given.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr  chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  Report  for  the  year  1917 
giving  particulars  of  the  work  performed  under  your 
direction  by  the  Inspectorial  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Local  Government  Board  as 

Nui 

to  economy,  together  with  the  greatly  increased  cost  of 

budding  material,  and  the  inadequate  amount  of  available 

>ur,  have  resulted  in  the  ^practicability  of  obtaining 

% 

abatement  only  of  the  most  serious  of  the  nuisances 
i*eteMed  during  inspection.  Those  provisions  of  the 
1  lousing  Town  Planning  etc  :  Act,  which  aim  at  securing 
satisfactory  sanitation  and  reasonable  comfort  in  existing 
L  ‘^ln£s’  have  perforce  to  remain  in  abeyance,  pending 
1  U  return  to  such  conditions  as  will  admit  of  full 
vantage  being  taken  of  the  far  reaching  powers 
embraced  in  the  Act. 
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For  nuisance  abatement  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  has  been  mainly  directed  to  (i)  removal  from 
the  vicinity  of  dwellings  of  refuse,  and  the  strict 
enforcement  of  cleanliness  in  common  courts  and  premises 
where  sanitary  conveniences  are  used  in  common,  (2) 
obstructed  or  defective  drains  or  water  closets,  (3) 
defective  roofs,  spoutings,  or  other  conditions  causing 
dampness  in  dwelling-houses.

The  changes  in  the  food  supplies  have  incurred  much 
additional  responsibility,  many  complaints  have  been 
received,  which  on  investigation  have  been  found  to  be 
based  on  the  price  rather  than  the  unfitness  of  the  article 
of  food. 

A  huge  quantity  of  diseased  or  unsound  food  material 
has  been  intercepted  during  inspection,  and  been  dealt 
with  so  as  to  prevent  its  being  offered  for  sale  or  used  as 
food.  In  two  cases  prosecutions  were  authorised  for 
offering  unfit  food  for  sale  and  substantial  penalties  were 
inflicted. 

A  Byelaw,  requiring  written  notice  to  be  given  of 
intention  to  slaughter  on  a  Sunday,  or  between  the  hours 
of  9  p.m.  and  6  a.m.,  was  allowed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  on  March  26th,  1917,  has  in  the  main  been  complied 
with  by  the  occupiers  of  slaughterhouses,  it  was,  however, 
necessary  to  proceed  against  four  persons  for  noncom- 
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P  I'm  nee,  a  penalty  being  imposed  by  the  Magistrates  in 
each  case. 


With  a  view  to  increasing  flesh  food  production  in 
the  Borough,  restrictions  as  to  pig  keeping  have  been 
modified,  and  84  applications  were  granted  for  the 
erection  of  pigsties,  or  the  conversion  to  pigsties  of 
existing  structures. 

A  considerable  addition  was  made  to  the  food  supply, 
m.  ;ess  than  250  pigs  were  fed  by  cottagers  in  the  sties 
provided  under  the  above  conditions. 


The  permission  so  given  has  not  been  abused,  there 
having  been  a  complete  freedom  from  complaints  of 
alleged  nuisances  in  connection  with  any  of  these 
premises,. 

Close  attention  has  been  paid  to  all  premises  where 

• : ectious  disease  has  been  notified,  and  with  the 

* 

m  e pt ion  of  measles,  no  serious  outbreak  has  occurred.
